changes bis opinions as the chameleon 
does its colors, to suit the surroundings, 
fancies the people are his creatures and 
can be used by him at all tiaes as his 
intercuts may rtquire. 
He gives the 


ordinary citizen, who hns no motive iu 
meddling with politics except his own 
and the general welfare, credit for no 
intelligence. If he thinks his chances for 
office are bettered 
by repudiating to- 


day the principles which ho enunciated 
yesterday he does not hestitato to en- 
dorse or denounce 
what he condemned 


or commended. 
Nevada just now is 


afflicted with a number of those chamel- 
eon politicians. 
They seemingly care 


nothing for principle, and deny to-day 
what they asserted yesterday. 


On the 30th day of last April a Repub- 


lican State Convention 
wtw held in 


Virginia City. 
Colonel E. D. Boyle of 


Virginia City was Chairman of that con- 
version and W. J. Sutherland was its 
Secretary. Delegates were in attendance 
from all parts of the State, among others 
A. C. Cleveland, M. D. Foley, 0. F. Tur- 
rittin and Trenmore Uoffia. 
These gen- 


tlemen, without a 
disscntiug 
voice, 


adopted a State platform whicn declared 
against the Administration uf President 
Harrison for not enacting a law for the 
free and unrestricted coinage of silver. 
They further asserted that the restora- 
tion of silver to the place it occupied 
previous to the pusaago of the- Mint Act 
of 1873 is essential to the prosperity of 
the country and pnmmonut to all other 
considerations. They also resolved : 


" That the people of Nevada are in 


favor of the coinage of silver upon the 
flame conditions which apply to the coin- 
ago of gold, and they are opposed to 
elevating any OQO to office who is not 
known to be unequivocally iu favor of 
opening the mints of the United States 
to the free and unlimited coiuu^e of sil- 
ver." 


Messrs. Boyle, Sutherland, Oieyelanrl, 


Foley, Coffin and Turrittiu then declared 
that not only themselves but the people of 
Nevada are unalterably opposed to elect- 
ing any person to office who is not known 
to be unequivocally in favor of opening 
the rniats to the,free and unlimited coin- 
r.gc of silver. 
How do these gentlemen 


stand now? 
Colonel Boyle, the Chiir- 


man, and Colonel Sutherland, tl)« Seers- 
Jtary, are proving the sincerity of their 
declaration by repudiating Harrison and 
«upporting the Silver ticket. 
Mr. Cleve- 


land is a candidate 
for Presidential 


Elector on th« Harrison ticket, 
and 


Messrs. Coffin, Foley aoj Tuttittm are 
tjx'jrting themselves to prevent the peo- 
ple of Nevada from doing what *h.ey de- 
cl trod they should do and adrised then! 
to do a few months- ago. 


If the restoration of silver to its old 


standard was essential to the prosperity 
of the country and paramount to all other 
considerations on the last day of April 
«shy is it not to-duy? If Messrs. Coffin, 
Turrittiu, Foley and Cleveland were un- 
equivocally opposed at 
that 
time to 


eluvatihg any one to office who was not 
unequivocally in favor of the free and 
unrestricted coinage of silver why are 
they in lavor of electing Harrison now? 
Surely not becauso he is unequivocally in 
favor of the unrestricted coinage of sil- 
ver, because lie s<»ys in hU letter of ac- 


v ceptance that he ia not, and Senators 


Teller and Sherman say he woufd veto a 
free coinage bill. 
Wha' then is the cause 


of the change? 
Were they sincere when 


they said free coinage was the para- 
mount issue or are they sincere uow when 
they say the contrarj ? Were they honest 
then iu denouncing Harrison's anti-silver 
Administration and opposing the election 
of him or anybody else to office who is 
not unequivocally in favor of the unre- 
stricted coiunge of silver, or are they 
sincere iu advocating Harrison's election 
and the clefwat of the State Silver ticket? 
They are public man, some holding of- 
fices of profit and trust and others seek 
ing offices, and their political actn are 
legitimate subjects of criticism. They 
asked the people early in the campaign 
to oppose Harrison and everybody else 
who was not unequivocally in favor of 
free Coinage, now they urge the people to 
support Harris in. who is not unequivo- 
cally in favor ot freo coinage, and a State 
ticket that endorses Harrison against a 
Presidential and State ticket that is une- 
qaivocally in favor of unrestricted coin- 
age ; and more,!hey actual! f denounce men 
for n'lhi ring to tbf* principles which they 
promulgated as those of tbe Republican 
party a few months ago.
